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O/M/  Granted 
JSAC  Funds 

OMI  has  received  $1750  from 
JSAC  (Joint  Strategy  and  Ac¬ 
tion  Committee  of  the  North¬ 
ern  California  Council  of 
Churches)  a  group  interested 
in  aiding  community  organiza¬ 
tions. 

After  learning  of  the  Ecu¬ 
menical  Parish,  formed  speci¬ 
fically  to  work  with  OMI,  and 
of  the  success  of  fund-raising 
from  the  community,  and  of 
the  nature  of  several  OMI 
projects,  JSAC  was  suffi¬ 
ciently  impressed  with  OMI 
to  grant  the  funding  from  the 
small  remainder  of  its  yearly 
budget.

New  Development  Proposed 
For  Homewood  Terrace 


The  proposed  development 
of  Homewood  Terrace, 
on  Ocean  Ave.,  would  provide 
a  commercial  -  residential 
planned  unit.  Approximately 
300  to  335  apartment  units 
would  be  constructed,  includ¬ 
ing  155  one  bedroom,  144  two 
bedrooms,  and  35  three  bed¬ 
rooms,  with  rents  starting  at 
about  $200  per  month.  There 
would  be  covered  off-street 
residential  parking. 

The  commercial  portion  at 
the  Ocean  Ave.  front,  would 
be  approximately  135,000  sq. 


ft.,  occupied  by  a  junior  de¬ 
partment  store,  bank,  dining 
facilities  and  other  businesses. 
Parking  for  420  cars  would  be 
available. 

The  access  to  commercial 
and  residential  areas  is  direct¬ 
ly  off  Ocean  Ave.  and  includes 
an  extension  of  Elmwood  Way 
through  the  property  to  con¬ 
nect  with  Ocean  Ave.  The 
highest  point  of  the  residential 
property  is  about  eye-level  of 
the  Wildwood  Way  residents 
in  their  upper-level  rooms, 
and  the  Homewood  Terrace 


dwellings  would  not  be  closer 
than  25  ft.  from  property  lines. 
The  large  trees  on  the  periph¬ 
ery  would  be  maintained.  Two 
tennis  courts  would  be  added 
to  the  rooftop  of  the  commer¬ 
cial  property.  The  design  is 
by  Wasserman-Herman  Asso¬ 
ciates. 

A  preliminary  hearing  was 
held  at  City  Hall  on  August  10 
and  was  well  attended  by  OMI 
volunteers,  business- 
men,  home  owners  associa¬ 
tion  representatives  and  resi¬ 
dents. 

The  proposal  will  be  heard 
by  the  City  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  on  September  3  at  City 
Hall  in  Room  282.

On  Juiy  27  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a 
resolution  approving  16  units  of  low  cost  public  housing  at  the 
corner  of  Head  and  Randolph  Streets. 

Disapproval  was  made  clear  by  residents  at  a  meeting  sev¬ 
eral  months  ago.  When  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  met  to  discuss  public  housing,  OMI  was 
present  and  expressed  the  opposition  of  the  community.

A  reception  for  the  new  su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  public  schools,  Dr. 
Thomas  A.  Shaheen,  will  be 
held  on  Sunday,  September  20 
from  4-6  p.m.  at  Temple  Meth¬ 
odist  church.  Everyone  is  in¬ 
vited. 

This  event  is  sponsored  by 
OMI  with  the  cooperation  of 
its  member  schools:  Balboa 
High,  Aptos  and  Denman  Jun¬ 
ior  High  and  Farragut,  Com¬ 
modore  Sloat,  San  Miguel, 
Sheridan,  Jose  Ortega,  St. 
Emydius  and  St.  Michael’s 
Elementary  Schools;  the  OMI 
Education  Committee  is  in 
charge. 

Other  guests  will  be  Wilson 
Riles,  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  and  Dr. 
Batmale,  the  new  president  of 
San  Francisco  City  College. 
Music  will  be  provided  by 
young  people  from  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Dr.  Shaheen  comes  to  San 
Francisco  from  Rockford,  Illi¬ 
nois,  where  he  was  school 
superintendent  for  five  years. 
A  graduate  of  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity  with  a  doctorate  in  edu¬ 
cation  from  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  he  began  his  career  as 
a  teacher  and  has  held  posts  in 
Rhode  Island,  New  York  and 
New  Jersey. 


In  a  letter  to  Supervisor 
John  Barbagelata,  Clarence 
Bryant,  President,  OMI  Board 
of  Directors,  said  that  this 
area  is  presently  over-satu¬ 
rated  with  low  income  fami¬ 
lies.  It  has  607  families  re¬ 
ceiving  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children.  Schools 
are  overcrowded  already.  He 
also  stated  that  OMI  does  not 
anticipate  future  improve¬ 
ments  to  meet  existing  needs, 
not  to  mention  additional  serv¬ 
ices  which  would  be  needed 
with  the  construction  of  the 
housing  project. 

OMI  was  not  present  to  ar¬ 
gue  against  the  approval  be¬ 
cause  they  were  not  informed 
of  the  meeting  until  that  day. 
A  letter  was  sent  to  Mayor 
Alioto  asking  him  to  send  the 
resolution  back  to  the  Board 
for  reconsideration. 

The  letter  re-stated  OMI’s 
objections  to  the  project  and 
added  that  the  Ocean  View 
and  Ingleside  areas  have  been 
declared  “qualified”  to  be 
designated  as  a  “target  area” 
by  EOC.  The  resolution  had 
already  been  signed,  however, 
by  acting  Mayor  Peter  Ta¬ 
maras. 

The  OMI  Planning  Commit¬ 
tee’s  efforts  to  prevent  the 
construction  of  this  housing 
have  continued  with  an  inves¬ 
tigation  into  the  possibility  of 
getting  an  injunction.  They 
also  met  with  Clifton  Jeffers 
of  Housing  and  Urban  De¬ 
velopment.  Neither  of  these 
attempts,  however,  have 
proved  fruitful.. 


CEPP  Project 
Needs  Tutors 

The  OMI  Community  Edu¬ 
cation  Planning  Project 
(CEPP)  has  been  funded 
$189,000  for  the  1970-71  school 
year  to  continue  its  Reading 
and  Language  Arts  program. 

Part  of  the  CEPP  project  is 
to  provide  a  Tutorial  Center 
at  each  of  the  elementary 
schools. 

High  school  students,  col¬ 
lege  students,  parents  and 
senior  citizens  are  urged  to 
volunteer  as  tutors.  Previous 
experience  is  not  required. 
The  centers  are  open  from 
3:00  to  5:00  p.m.  week-days 
and  each  tutor  is  asked  to 
attend  either  once  or  twice  a 
week.

“Where  are  your  parents”?  This  was  the  question  asked  the 
youth  who  called  for  a  meeting  on  July  20  at  the  Ocean  View 
Playground  to  protest  the  transfer  of  Captain  Conroy  of  the 
Ingleside  Police  Station.  “You,  be  our  parents,”  was  the  reply. 

In  the  opinion  of  some,  the  meeting  was  a  flop,  it  was  bad, 
and  to  some  adults,  the  youth  were  unreasonable  and  unappre¬ 
ciative. 

I  was  one  of  the  adults  at  this  meeting  and  I  can  agree  that 
it  was  a  flop  and  it  was  bad  —  that’s  if  you  judge  it  by  what 
was  discussed  concerning  the  subject.  And  yes,  the  youth  are 
unreasonable  and  are  unappreciative  —  but  I  saw  something 
else  too  —  something  much  more  important.  The  youth  of  this 
community  is  saying  to  the  OMI,  “Help  us!”  I  see  the  con¬ 
flict  between  the  “young  and  the  old”  as  a  lack  of  understand¬ 
ing  by  both  sides.  We  expect  the  young  to  be  sophisticated, 
mature  and  say  it  the  way  we  want  to  hear  it.  We  give  them 
responsibility  without  guidance.  And  then  when  they  make 
unreasonable  demands,  we  say,  “See,  we  tried  and  they’re  not 
satisfied  ** 

The  youth  have  to  learn  to  be  tolerant  of  the  adults.  The 
OMI  sees  the  need  for  youth  involvement  and  the  importance 
of  having  an  active  youth  program,  but  learning  to  deal  with 
this  is  the  major  problem . 

I  saw  the  young  people  at  the  meeting  concerned  with  the 
noise  coming  from  the  outer  hall.  They  frequently  rose  to  quiet 
the  disturbers.  I  heard  the  youth  chairman  encourage  those 
who  were  attending  summer  school,  not  to  miss  classes  to  go 
to  any  outside  meetings. 

They  may  be  unreasonable  and  difficult  to  cope  with,  but  if 
we  lose  these  youth,  we  will  have  added  to  the  degeneration 
of  this  community.

In  regard  to  Police  Chief 
Alfred  Nelder’s  public  propo¬ 
sal  on  7-21  for  using  police¬ 
men  as  teachers  within  our 
schools,  we  feel  that  this  pro¬ 
posal  may  serve  as  an  initial 
step  in  changing  the  whole 
concept  of  open  education.

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

One  thing  about  State  welfare  everyone  seems  to  agree  is 
that  it  is  a  mess. 

There  is  agreement,  in  principle,  that  one  of  the  ways  to 
clean  up  the  mess  is  to  get  people  off  welfare  and  into  jobs. 

I  say  this  is  agreed  to,  in  principle  only  by  some,  because  of 
a  situation  that  has  arisen  in  Sacramento. 

The  Work  Incentive  program  (WIN)  is  the  only  portion  of 
welfare  that  seems  to  be  making  headway  in  upgrading  the 
capabilities  of  fathers  to  support  their  families.  Under  it, 
heads  of  families  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  are  offered  the  opportunity  to  learn  skills  and  are 
helped  finding  jobs. 

WIN  is  thought  to  be  the  main  factor  in  getting  more  than 
9,000  aid  recipients  off  welfare.  That  amounts  to  an  annual 
savings  of  $34  million. 

WIN  is  a  Federal  program  financed  largely  by  Washington. 
But  our  Sacramento  administration  has  endangered  it  by  a 
squeeze  on  the  State  funds.  It  told  27  counties,  including  San 
Francisco,  they  must  stick  to  the  old  budget  of  1969-70,  without 
reimbursement  for  extra  expenses  already  incurred. 

The  result  is  a  44  per  cent  cut,  a  blow  to  the  -principle  of  self- 
help  the  Administration  vows  is  its  goal. 

I  introduced  a  bill  to  preserve  WIN  at  its  enrollment  of  16,800. 
On  a  business  basis  alone,  this  is  one  of  the  best  investments 
of  taxpayer’s  dollars. 

I  introduced  a  second  bill,  requiring  the  State  to  accept  the 
Federal  proposal  that  adds  funds  for  another  8,200  trainees. 
The  Federal  government  pays  80  per  cent  of  the  cost. 

The  Federal  government  believes  the  additional  trainees 
are  a  good  idea.  Only  lapse  in  logic  in  Sacramento  has  blocked 
it.
